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’ DID BE^P^IN FRANKLIN KNOW WHEREOF HE SPO 

The following is a condensed form of Benjamin Franklin's address, deiivered before the Constitutionai Convention in Philadelphia 
in 1787. 

“There is a great menace to these United States today and that great menace. Gentlemen, is the Jew. 

In whatever country Jews have settled in any great numbers, they have lowered its moral tone, depreciated 

its commercial integrity, have' segregated themselves and have not been assimilated, have sneered at and 

tried to undermine the Christian religion upon which this Nation is founded. They have built up a state < 

within a state, and have, when opposed, tried to strangle that country to death financially. 

“If you do not exclude them from the United States in the Constitution, in less than 200 years they will 
have swarmed in in such great numbers that they will dominate and devour the land and change dur form 
' of government. 

“If you do not exclude them, in less than 200 years our descendants will be working in the fields to furnish 
the substance while they will be in the counting house rubbing their hands. I warn you, Gentlemen, 'if you 
do not exclude the Jews for all time, your children will curse you in your graves, Jews, Gentlemen, are 
Asiatics; they will never be otherwise,** 

For years the originai of the foregoing statement by Benjamin Frankiin was in the Franklin Institute in Philadelphia. Scores of affidavits bear 
this out, but the Jews could no longer stand the truth of it and had it 'taken out. Just how true were Benjamin Franklin's words? Let us see: 

The Jews have been driven out of almost every country in Europe. V/hat is ail this about? is it alt for nothing? Impossible! The Jews were 
driven out of almost every country in Europe because of their plots to grab all in every country for themselves, and to eventually take that 
country over, justas their conspiracy is for world conquest, and communism is their priticiple weapon to attajn that end. 

Records show drat at least ninety percent of all Jews are Communists. The late Rabbi Stephen S. Wise of New York said: “Some call it 
Communism but I call it Judaism.** Jews boast in their own literature that they can bring about revolutions and create wars. After 
reading the Protocols of Zion (Jewish plans for world conquest) Henry Ford said: “Corral fifty of the world* s wealthiest 
Jews and there will be no more wars.** 



Fathers and mothers of America, are you going to sit idly by and see the Jewnited Nations make laws for Americans to live up to? AMERICANS 
AWAKE, BECOME ORGANIZED, AND ?AVE YOUR COUNTRY BEFORE IT IS TOO LATE. 


Every red blooded American should consider it his or her duty to make copies of this sheet, pass along and mail to 
friends in other cities to arouse the people to the menace that is going on all around them, and of those who are the 
cause of it. Then rise up and rid the country of your enemy. You will get rid of the disease of Communism only 
when you get rid of the cause. 






The following is an- excerpt of a report delivered by the Netherlands Minister at Petrograd on the 6th of September, 1918, on the situation^ 


Russia. The Netherlands Minister was acting for the'British Ambassador and the report was presented to Parliament in London, 




**The foregoing report will indicate the extremely critical nature of the present situation^ The danger 
is now so great that I feel it my duty to call the attention of the British and all other Governments to 
the fact that if an end is not put to Bolshevism in Russia at once the civillsafton of the world will bo 
fhroafonod* This is not an exaggeration, but a sober matter of fact; and the most unusual action of 
German and Austrian consuls^general, before referred to, in joining in protest of neutral legations 
appears to indicate that the danger is also being realised in German and Austrian quarters* I con- 
sider fhaf the immediate suppression of Bolshevism is the greatest issue now before the world, not 
even exc lading the war which is still raging, and unless, as above stated, Bolshevism is nipped in 
the bud immediately, it is bound to spread in one form or another over Europe and the whole world, 
as if is organised and worked by Jews who have no nationality, and whose one object is to destroy 
for their own ends the existing order of things* The only manner in which this danger could be averted 
would be collective action on the part of all P owers* j ^ ^ ^ >5^^ 

“7 am also of opinion that no support whatever should be given to any other Socialistic party in Russia, 
[least^of all to social revolutionaries, whose policy it is at the moment to overthrow the Bolsheviks, 
but whose aims in reality are the same, viz*, to establish proletariat rule throu gh the world* Social 
revolutionaries will never fight any foreign P ower, and any profession which > 
this sense is merely a tactical move in their struggle with the Bolsheviks**

Sense" .as a result of the death of the editor and publisher 
CONDE MC GINLEY on 7/1/63. She said she is just assuming the 
position until someone with the proper background can take 
over. In the course of the conversation she stated that 
although she does rewrite on articles submitted she seldom 
writes articles of her own. She stated that naost articles are 
furnished or submitted by persons using a pen name or sometimes 
their real name. If the opinion of the writer differs from that 
of the editorial policy of "Common Sense", she said she changes 
at or leaves it out.

She claimed "Common Sense" was not anti-Catholic, 
anti-Negro, anti-Spmitic but anti-Communist.

The Kol Mdre is, a Jewish prayer named, 
from its opening words, “All vows” (kol- 
nidre). 'It is based on the declaration of the 
Talmud, Book of Nedarim, 23A-23B: 

^ ‘ “He who wishes that his vows and oaths 
shall have no value, stand up at the hegiii- 
aing of the yeai- and say: ‘All vows which I ‘ 
shall make during the year shall he of no 
’ yalue.’” 

-It would be pleasant to be able to declare 
that this is merely one of the curiosities of 
the darkness which cdvei-s the Talmud, but 
!the fact is that Kol Nidre is not only an and- 
ent curiosity; it is also a modern practice. In 
.tlie volume of revised Festival Prayers, pub- 
fished in 1919 by the Hebrew Publishing 
Company, New York, the prayer appears in 
its fullness:- , , , . 

“All vows, obligaiioiis, oaths, or anathe- 
, " mas, pledges of all names, which we have 
wved, sworn, devoted, or fioimd ourselves 
to, from this day of atonement, until the 
next day of atonement (whose arrival we

Pat Alexander of the Herald-Dispatch, a Ne- 
gro publication claiming a circulation cf 
35,000, said to him, “What the Negro hates' 
is the awful deceit by the Jews. The whole 
civil-rights movement is a branch of Zion- 
, ism.” When a Commission disclaimed “any 
Communist influence in the Watts Revolt,” . 
the same Herald-Dispatch editorialized: 

“This is understandable if you under- 
stand the nature of Communism in the 
United States. Communism in the United 
States would never permit the burning cf 
Jewish Businessmen’s estabh'shments such 
as was the case in the Watts or Los Ange- 
les Negro Communities (Dec. 23, 1965).” 

The anti-Jewish aspect in the burning and 
looting of Jewish stores during the Negro 
riots .was soft-pedalled in the press. The very 
papers which featured the profaning in Mu- 
nich of some Jewish tombstones by three 
German teenagers and editorialized upon it as 
a monstrous crime and 'an alarming proof cf 
neo-Nazism, hushed up as much as possible, 
the anti-Jewish aspects of the riots. Tne 
same Jewish organizations that enthusiastic- 
ally sniff out and blow up to huge propor- 
tions any whiff of German anti-Semitism, and 
.that snoop about in America to find traces of 
it among Gentile Americans and almost gloat- 
ingly announced an alleged finding that tea ■ 
Americans who go. to Church most are the 
most anti-Semitic,' were too stunned about 
signs of Negro anti-Semitism to want to rec- 
ognize it. They are eager for signs of Ger- 
man anti-Semitism, which they pukeize as 
a confirmation of the congenital and collec- 
tive evil nature of the Germans, but they aira 
appalled that the unspoiled, semi-pagan chil- 
dren of nature, as they Rousseauistically re- 
gard the Negro, could possibly dislike so won- 
derful and sympathetic a people as them- 
selves. Like Noah’s sons, they shamefacedly 
preferred to cover up this Negro ill-will. A

The Christian Educational Association of 530 
Chestnut Street, Union, New Jersey, is the publisher of 
"Coramon Sense, " a tabloid size newspaper published twice 
monthly except once e-ach during July and August . On 
August 6, 1965> Miss Catherine Roberts advised she has been 
acting maaager of "Common Sense" since the death of the 
editor, Conde Me Ginley, on July 1, 1963. She stated she 
was associated with Conde Me Ginley for seventeen years and 
since his death has been continuing his editorial policy. 

"On May 5 > 1967 , Miss Roberts advised there has 
been no change in the above situation and thafi.'the paper 
still does not have an editor. 

On December 17, 1954, 'th.e Committee on Un-American 
Activities of the United -States House of Representatives 
published a "Preliminary Report on Neo-Fascist and Hate 
Groups" which discussed their growth and objectives at length. 
This report indicates that "Common Sense" has a circulation 
which fluctuates between 30,000 and 100,000 copies an issue. 

It describes "Common Sense" as a "hate sheet" vehicle which 
publishes "some of the most vitriolic hate, propaganda ever 
to come to the attention of the committee." 

According to the report, "Common Sense" depicts 
commvinism as Judaism and devotes its pages almost entirely 
to attacks on the Jex^ish and to a lesser extent, the Negro 
mihorities in the United States. Sympathy for the former 
Nazi Government in Germany is also shown in!. the paper.

Dear Fellow Patriots: , ■ • 

On December 12th and 13th a meeting of State and Regional Coordinators was held 
in the Chicago area for the purpose of reorganizing the Minutemen, This meeting was 
forced upon us by the following facts coming to light in the recent months. 

1. The Headquarters staff at Norborne have been stealing defense funds for some 
time and spending this money on luxury items for their own personal use. Also some 
of this. money has been used for the purchase ofhallucenegenic drugs which are used 
quite heavily by persons on the, staff at Norborne. 

2. Bob DePugh is no longer able to run the organization, and his attempts to do so 
from jail are tearing it apart. 

« 

3. Patriots across the country have been sold out by the pimps and dupes who now 

control the operations at Norborne Missouri. Security of all types has vanished from 
their grasp.' . 

4. The National Headquarters staff has been unable to cooperate or even co-exist 
with members of the executive council or the Regional and State Coordinators, to 
the point that many are dropping out of the organization after ten years of hard work.

In light of the proceeding facts and others, the Regional and State Coordinators 
met in Chicago to determine a new course of actiop. The turnout at the meeting was 
much higher than expected with such short notice. The results of the meeting which 
are of vital importance to all loyal Americans are as follows; 

1. The Norborne offices of the Minutemen are no longer to be recognized as the 
National offices of the organization and the persons working there are no longer 
accepted as members.

2. The Conlinental United Slates has been redivided into ten Regions and 
Coordinators for all ten are in the process of being appointed. 

3. There will be for the present no new National Headquarters and no National Director. 
However, the Chicago offices will serve as Coordination Center for the intellegence 
information exchange which all the regions must have. All Coordinators will answer 
only to the executive council made up of the Ten Regional Coordinators. 

Other than the change in leadership and style of National Coordination all goals 
and aims of the Minutemen will remain as they have, always been. All standard 
operating proceedures will remain in effect. 

It is with no great regret that we say goodby to the patriots for profit that have 
run this organization since the capture of Bob DePugh, and all they stand for. 

All material ever issued by National Headquarters is being republished where 
copyrights allow and all other materi.al is being rewritten slightly and will be ready 
soon. Please contact your Regional Coordinator or the National Coordinating 
Center as soon as possible. We need the help of every' Patriot in setting right the 
wrong of the past and in rebuilding the Minutemen into what it once was — "Truely 
the elite of the patriotic movement. 

Enclosed with this letter is a Decerhber report form for those of you who are 
already. members. For those of you who are not there is a space to indicate your 
desire to join. Included also are a list of reprinted and oi'iginal publications 
which your teams may not have all listed are now available from your Regional 
Coordinator or the National Coordinating Center. 

The address of Your Regional Coordinator appears on the front page of this 
letter if one has been appointed for your area at this tim'e. If no second address 
appears send all mail to the National Coordinating Center, and it will be forwarded

Mr. Speaker, it lias 
1)0011 some 4 niontlis aRO Uiat I called to 
the atlcntion of tlic Ifouse Uic most re- 
cent of the classical Putnam letters — 
this one addressed to the current occu- 
pant of the Wliite House, President 
Nixon, 

Neither a doctrine of fairness nor any 
standard of honesty in reporting applies 
to the news trust— -which controls and 
pollutes our news. 

When a distinguished American, re- 
nowned as a scientist, an attorney, a 
scholar, and an author, is compelled to 
buy full page advertisements in the lead- 
ing daily newspapers to break through 
the curtain of silence and tell the Ameri- 
can people the truth, it should concern all 
of us. When some of the leading liberal 
papers refuse to sell advertising space 
to tell their readers the truth, only be- 
cause the truth docs not agree with their 
own propaganda campaigns, it should 
begin to alarm all of us. Tliii is the sit- 
uation faced by Mr. Putnam in his one 
man quest for national sanity. 

The American people are awakening. 
They have disliked for some time the 
activities of the "limousine liberals," but 
they were successfully deceived into be- 
lieving that they were alone in their fail- 
ure to appreciate all of the integration 
benefits forced on them from the left. 
Now they know that they are not alone — 
that they are the large and powerful 
majority In this Japd, .and they are 
speaking out“in 'tones which are immis- 
takable despite being smeared by the 
Communist- coined trigger word, "racist." 

As Americans have personal contacts 
with the racial subculture of tlie Negro, 
they can no longer be deceived by the 
propagandists. Nor can they any longer 
be convinced that it is somehow the 
fault of white America that the mem- 
bers of the Negro subculture behave as 
badly as they do. 

In increasing numbers people are 
learning from their own sad experience 
the truth of the old adage that you can*t 
make ‘a silk pui’se out of a sow’s ear — 
even by education, environment, or 
manipulated statistics, Americans who 
have known the facts for, a long time, 
are now discovering that there are oth- 
ers, thoroughly respectable, who know 
the same facts. 

I include in my remarks the letter re- 
ceived by Mr. Putnam from an obviously 
unbrainwaslicd American, and com- 
mend it to the careful perusal of our 
colleagues and of all other Americans 
wlio have not yet been exposed to the 
first liand experiences of its very cxiieri- 
enced autlior.

Dear Mr. Putnam: rtcforrlng to your fviU 
page atlvcrtiscmcnt In Uio Chicago 'rribunc 
lor 12 February 1970, I feel it ^s'orU^ while to 
tell you. for whatever use you might want to 
make of it, the ox]>erlcnccs I haU while liv- 
ing In Chicago which have made me what 
-the •‘Hborals" like to call a "bigoLca racist.” 

Ten years ago X was a firm believer In 
racial eqxiamy. I was an "Integrationlst” to 
the extent tbat I bellcvotl every man of what- 
ever color should rise or ‘fitll according to his 
own abilliy. I lived In Chicago then, in a 
very nice area of white pec>i>le. gotxl homes 
and liandsonxe aparlme.nt hullclliigs within 
half a mile of lOi area •'liberals” like lo call a 
glietto, both mhiunder.stamllng and misusing 


that term. Whan blacks began moving into 
the nolghborlKJOcl, T had no desire to leave 
for that reu.'Kin. 

.Six mtmUia later, the nice hulldingn were 
wrecks, the white peojilc were gone and the 
circa a .toclal and phyijlcal shambles. Noise 
(24 liours a day), filth and garbage. Immoral- 
ity and crime were ramj»ant, and white skins 
hccamo the target of a malicious, blatant, 
organised V>lack racism. When It became 
totally un.s.sfc for whltc.s to be In the neigh- 
borhood bccau.se of roving ffang.s of vicious 
killers, T moved my family to another area 
two miles distant. 

Again. It w.os an excellent neighborhood, 
with handsome single-family homes in the 
$00,000 to $75,000 class (near the South 
Shore Country CKib) and dotted with Uixury 
apartment buildings, some of which wore 
high rise skyscrapers. There I lived through 
precisely the same experiences I had had a 
short time previously, like seeing a movie a 
second time. Once again, the black tide came, 
spawning evil, filth, immorality and c)*Ime: 
once again, the roving gangs of black killers 
and vandals made the nights hideous with 
screams, yells, catcalls and smashing glass, 
and tlie days nearly as bad. I saw more than, 
once blacks copulating in public, scarcely 
hidden behind hedges, standing In doorways. 
In cars parked along the curb, like animals 
in their indifToronce to public decency. I saw 
with my own eyes muggings and the stripping 
of autos': I saw vandalism that deserved 
shooting on the spot. I saw theft in grocery 
stores. I Tound piles of human feces in the 
foyer" of our building, without toilet paper, 
and our janitor told me that this was a com- 
mon occurrence wlierevcr negroes lived. In 
apartment buildings. In our three-story 
building, containing 120 apartments, it was 
a nightly occurrence to hear men (presum- 
ably, althoxigh it could well have beerx 
women) urinating from tipper wlndovvs and 
daylight would reveal dripping, rceking'stains 
down the walls in many places. Screaming 
sex orgies were a common occurrence in the 
apartment across the hall, with bloody fights 
and crashing glass and splintered furniture. 
Again, it became impossible to live amongst 
these filthophiles — they like it that way! Not 
once did I ever see black people attempting 
to clean up their environment; all I ever 
saw was black people dumping their garbage 
out of windows, breaking every glass bottle 
they saw, throwing old furniture into the 
street gutters, stuffing rags into broken win- 
dows and casting plastic containers and old 
papei's to the four winds. They will have it 
no other way. Give these animals paradise, 
•and In a month it will be a jungle fit only for 
animals. 

Knox\dng by then" that In due time we 
woxild be leaving Chicago permanently for 
New Mexico, but at some time then still -un- 
determined, I moved a third time three miles 
fxxrther soxith, again to a decent neighbor- 
hood. Once again, for the third time, I en- 
dured the same scenario, line for line, cue 
for cxic. I left Chicago finally, after ten years 
among the blacks, with a profound racial 
prejxidice arising oxit of personal experience. 
The blacks had caused, me to dislike them 
beyond all measxire. 3?or whatever it might 
bo worth In this context, I woxxld have ex- 
actly and precisely the same reaction to white 
people who acted and. behaved as the black 
people did- 

I came from a background of white poverty 
every bit as pervasive and hximillating as 
that of a black slum, bxxt Instead of turning 
to crime — like xincoxmtod thousands of 
other white youth dxiring the depression — I 
worked, and I worked hard, for the social 
respect I wanted and expected. I didn't go 
around whining, with my dirty hands out- 
stretched for alms and charity, and neither 
I nor my neighbors in poverty ever turned to 

»vJolor><?o-tvs-a«-ans\vor-to-ovLr— po,\UiX.tir." If— wo- 

wanted sometliingr wc either w'orked for_.it, 
or did without it, and oxir standni'd of living 
then was in every respect Less than the 
standard of living now enjoyed by 95% of 
the black people in America tcxlay. Even 'In 
the midst of grinding poverty of Appalachia 
In the 1930*.s, my home and the homo.s of our 
white neighbors were clean. Wc Uvc<l decently 
amongst oxxr neighbors, ns our neighbors did. 
Wo tried mightily, and sxicccixsfully, to l>o 
good citizens and good people. There was in 
ovir conxmunlty )io filth, no public immoral- 
ity, no Ij.sr.tard children from the whores, no 
groat neighborhood noise and racket, no 
gangs of sadliilic killers and certainly no 
phy.'ilcal danger to our jicrsons or oxir prop- 
erty. Wo slciic wltii ojicji doors in perfect 
safety.

than the black color rubs off on the whites. 
Black people whine, rant and rebel because 
white people don't like them, and will not 
accept them, yet blacks are unwilling or 
xuiablc to behave themselves in such a way^ 
that white prejudice will be overcome by 
respect. These people want handed to them, 
on a silver platter, without the condition 
of personal responsibility, what white peo- 
ple have worked hard for, for gcncratioiu- 
themselves. The black people riot, loot 
burn and kill becaxise for 300 years, they 
whine, they have been ‘'repressed’* and "op- 
pressed” by the white "establishment." The 
black males weep "tears” -the size of golf 
balls because, they slobber, they have been ^ 
"deprived'* of their masculinity — they wox^u'-' 
eagerly and cheerfully destroy the "estab- 
lishment” that has cared for them, their 
prostitxitcs and bastards since the black man 
has been on this continent. They would 
destroy this - nation, cheerfully, in a racist 
holocaust the like of which white people 
would never even dream of.

put together can not surpass or even equal 
the insane racism of the blacks. The jungle 
and its first law of natxxre is Just xmder the 
black skin, even on the likes of senators, 
supreme court justices and "leaders” of the 
blacks. 


When your critics write that blacks arc., 
not the cause of their social conditions, 
they obvioxisly write without experience or 
knowledge on the subject. They are but re- 
peating the myth so assiduously cxiltivatcd 
by the "liberals,** who wrongly consider that 
because black people are in some ways phy- 
sically like white people, there Is no other 
difference than skin color.- This is not only 
specious, but stxxpid. There is a difference, 
a profound, fundamental difference. Inti- 
mate contact with black people, in a black 
environment, would show these liberals those 
differences starkly and quickly. To perpetxi- 
ate this lunacy of "equality” is to drive 
further into the heart of this nation the 
stake of racial conflict. Only when it is xm- 
derstood and accepted as fact that there are 
basic and fundamental differences between 
the two races will there ever be any kind of 
social tranqxiility again. The folly of “eqxial- 
Ity” is the tocsin of doom for America; how 
anyone can review wh.at has happened since 
1960 and not sec that conclusion is incred- 
ible. How responsible joxiriialists can on- 
coxirage and perpetxiatc the monstroxis no- 
tion that the black commxmity is not respon- 
sible for its own condition Is xinbelicx'able. 
Instead of telling these people that white 
racism Is the reason for black conditions, 
why not tell them that personal responsi- 
.bllity and public decency will go a lot far- 
ther towards social "cqxiality” that rioting, 
crime and lawlessness^ Why not tell hlafk 
people that white people everywhere arc 
(or ought to be) fed xip to the eyeballs with 
loxidmouth revolutionaries screaming ob- 
scenities and gangs of ruthless killers roam- 
ing the streets of cities at night. Why not, 
for just once. Just plainly tell the black 
people that the best — If not the only — way 
to get the respect of white people is to 
earn It, by beliaving like decent ]jeoi>le lix- 
stcad of Jungle animals. 

It Is not always the white who criticizes 
the black wlxo Is the bigot; to Iiold black 
)>ooplo blamcles!i for tlielr own social filth 
and personal misbehavior Is also ^ bigot ry. 
and every bit as bad If not wor.so.
